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These, which are only some of the things I developed about Foreman, were not 
central to the purposes of the interviews as the lawyers regarded it when 1 returned. 
They are not, to the best of my recollection, included in the affidavits that will be 
appended to the petition, but if they are, it will not be in the detail in which they 
are preserved on tape. 

If this information is of any interest to you and you desire a lawyer 1 b appraisal 
of the information or the credibility of the interviews, James* junior counsel listened 
to every word of all the interviews. He is James Lesar, he i 8 doing most of his work at 
his home now.

After publication of my book and after he had read it he flew to hew York for some 
free publicity on a TV show# Only in tiie makeup room did he learn he was to confront 
me. He then fled, in such haste that the highlight listing of the confrontation in 
the Lew York Times could not be changed before publication, I do not suggest that he 
lacked confidence in his debating prowess. Rather do I believe he did not dare face 
the fact I had published about him, which is considerably less than I now have. 

If you do not have the Florida court of appeals decision against him in the 
Singleton case, Lesar or I can provide a copy. It employs some rare language about 
Foreman and money and legal ethics.
